A recent analysis of the sales 
dollar for nine London, Ontario, firms, 
including one textile factory and one shoe 
factory, revealed that 11'% per cent of the 
sales dollar went for taxes. 

On the London basis, the Saskatche- 
wan tannery division loss would have been 
doubled, the leather products net profit 
would have been changed into an $8,000 
loss and the woo] products profit of more 
than $4,000 would have become a loss of 
over $20,000. 

The facts do not make out a good case 
for practical Socialism. 


For Bigger and Better Monotony 


The CBC board of governors will 
permit the mention of prices in radio ad- 
vertising beginning September 1 and will 


thereby inaugurate a period of bigger and 
better broadcasting monotony. 

Radio commercials, in many in- 
stances, have already touched absolute 
zero in point of inanity. Now to the recita- 
tion of products’ virtues in song and 
drama will be added a spate of figures. 

It will be a bit of an anti-climax be- 
cause some merchandise has been de- 
scribed in such awestruck superlatives 
that the public had come to believe that 
it was manufactured, not for profit, but 
for the greater good of humanity and was 
practically beyond price. 

The new regulation in regard to prices 
fortunately covers a six-months tria) pe- 
riod only. 

It is a good thing there is a limit on 
it because only confusion and dispute can 
come eut of the use of prices on the air.

Editor, Bulletin.—The Iron Cur- 
tain is an invisible, imaginary 
barrier between two distinct, dif- 
ferent systems of world-trade. In 
the east barter trade, in the west, 
standardized trade. 

In the post-war period we find 
all countries in the world except 
Switzerland, Argentina and the 
United States, short of negotiable 
securities, gold or the U.S. dollar. 
Under these circumstances barter 
provides a successful means of 
getting much desired trade going 
quickly. Barter agreements allows 
each country to negotiate for the 
kind of goods it is most in need 
of, rather than goods upon which 
the greatest profit can be made 
No loans or any specific medium 
of exchange comes Into the deal 

This kind of trade bypasses the 
goldén calf and vested interests 
who are unable to dictate terms 
in largé scale financial man- 
oeuvres.
